at the same time, hut was not spread 
on the fields at hauling time.

contrary it was allowed to lie fiat in 
piles until April and then applied to 
tiie land and plowed under at the same 
time that the manure scattered in J an­ 
uary 
was turned 
under.

J anuary was $3.4« » per acre per y ear 
during the 28 -y ear period referred to.

Much Loss of Fertility* 
Elements of Manures 
Agriculture sustains a very heavy ' 
annual loss in fertility because of Ila* 1 
careless manner in which most barn­ 
yard manure is bandied. 
Manure that 
is allowed to lie in 
tile I rn rn yard 
through the spring months and some­ 
times through most of the summer sea­ 
son loses fully one-half of it* fertility 
elements. 
Tills should not be permit­ 
ted, for if there is one tiling our soils 
need it is more plant food and more o r­ 
ganic mutter. 
For 28 years tile Ohio experiment 
station has been carrying on a test 
witli a view of securing data on the 
loss of fertility in farm manures that 
are left exposed to weather conditions. 
In tills test eight tons of manure were 
applied direct from tile stables to one 
year-old sod ground once in four-year 
rotations during the month of J a n u ­ 
ary, 
The manure wa* then plowed 
under in the spring for corn. 
In an­ 
other series of tests an equal we! 
of manure was taken from the stables 
at tile Sum# time, but was not spread 
on the fields at hauling time. 
On the 
contrary it was allowed to lie bat in 
Idles untd April and then applied to 
tile land and plowed under at the -ame 
time that the immure scattered in Jan 
nary 
was turned under.

average increase in tile value of crop- 
in favor of applying fresh immure in 
Januar\ was $3. pi per acre per year 
during the 28-year peri ><| referred to.
